coal industry have answered the 
invitation of the miners: Jeader, 
Mr John L. Lewis, ‘to sign hia 
new. wage contract. 

In nddition to the negotintors for 
the northern, commercial and stecl 
company owned pits who made a 
pact. with Lewls on wages, owners 
were present today to sign for the 
mid-west and far west mincs. 

Under the agreement, 300,000 of 
the country’s soft coal mihers will 
work “when willing and able” at 
the highest wage rate In history. 

This : leaves only the southern 
group outside the ranks.of those 
capitulating to the new contract

One 
machine hans been opernting for the 
past few weeks, moving fram village 
to villngo to thresh wheat for 
farmers who usunlly recover grain 
by finiling ‘the cut wheat on the 
Bround to Ienock the grain from the 
stoic, 


-In one operation the combine rc- 
moves’ the groin from the straw, 
blows out the chaff and spits the 
straw on the ground, . 


Farmers were amazed to find that 
the big machine docs not waste 0 
single grain in the separating pro- 
cess, The combine threshes clean, 
removing all of the grain from the 
wheat, without erneling, the grain.
